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Local merchants gather to “lead nation in struggle against inflation.” 


Yorba Linda is going to do 
something about inflation. 

In an eye-opening presentation to 
a standing-room-only crowd of local 
merchants, Chamber of Commerce 
Executive Manger Bill OpDyke 
announced phase I of Yorba Linda's 
plan to ‘‘de-flate.'’ The upshot of the 
Wednesday morning session was 
that a group of 200 local merchants 
have agreed to bring prices on many 
goods and services down by three 
per cent. 

“‘We want to have something 
come forth from a little town that 
we're sick of prices going up and 
we're going to dare to deflate. It's 
only three per cent but it's three per 
cent’ better than anyone else,"’ 
OpDyke declared. 

OpDyke's proposal is aimed note 
only at ‘‘deflating’’ the economy, 
but also at bringing local tax dollars 
into Yorba Linda. According to the 
Chamber, figures from the state 
board of equalization show that 
Yorba Linda has one per cent of 
Orange County's population; but 


only .35 per cent of taxable sales 
come from Yorba Linda. 

“What have we got to do to get tax 
dollars into Yorba Linda,’’ queried 
the Chamber manager. ‘‘If sales 
taxes don't pay for our trails, parks, 
etc. they've got to tax us on 
something."’ 

“Residents do not--but can-break 
a habit of shopping out of town,"’ he 
told local merchants."’ You, as well 
as myself, account for some of this 
leakage. 

According to OpDyke, the fact 
that the average incomes of Yorba 
Linda families range from 
$16-18,000 makes the ‘‘sales 
leakage"’ all the more dramatic. 
Yorba Linda ranks third in the 
county in terms of income just 
behind Tustin and Villa Park. 

“Imagine the sales leakage we 
have, somebody is buying shoes, 
dresses etc. out of Yorba Linda. It's 
a habit that formed years ago--but 
it's expensive for the consumer and 
a hardship for local merchants.” 

OpDyke pointed out that, because 
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of the leakage, the city does not get a 
fair share of sales tax. Recently 
Placentia received $66,000 in sales 
tax funds; Yorba Linda, only slightly 
smaller and more affluent, received 
only $15,000. 

“This causes talk of a city 
property tax, but do we really need 
it?’’ 

“As people call for more and more 
public services, government talks of 
the need for more income--the result 
is inflation with increased prices,”’ 
OpDyke pointed out, ‘‘but reces- 
sions have been turned around 
before--as prices come down."’ 

“We think a small bit of 
leadership will help us and the 
nation." 

In a nutshell, the Chamber 
message is to ‘‘buy at home and 
save." OpDyke noted that local 
residents can save on gasoline and 
oil, wear and tear on their cars, and 
time as well as putting dollars to city 
support for parks and trails and 
keeping taxes to a minimum.

Local Historian Dies 


The *‘pioneering and adventurous 
spirit’ that was March Butz was laid 
to rest last Saturday at Loma Vista 
Memorial Park. The 79 year old local 
woman, author of Yorba Linda’s 
only history, died last Wednesday at 
Placentia Linda Hospital of injuries 
suffered in an auto accident a week 
earlier. 

Funeral services were held at the 
United Methodist Church, with Rev. 
Dean Humbert officiating. 

Born March 3, 1896 in 
Woonsocket, S.D., she spent her 
early married life homesteading on a 
South Dakota farm with her 
husband, teaching school and 
raising two sons. In 1943, the Butz 
family came to Yorba Linda, where 
March continued her teaching, and 
later became head librarian of the 
Yorba Linda District Library. 

As head librarian, she was 
involved in the building of the first 
6,000 square foot building on Lemon 
and Olinda that was the beginning of 
the 24,000 square foot building that 
now serves the people of Yorba 
Linda. That was in 1959; Mrs. Butz 
retired from her library post in 1961 
to write the history of Yorba Linda. 


Her book ‘Yorba Linda: It's 
History’’ covers the city’s past from 
the time of the great Spanish 
landholders, to the influx of small 
citrus ranchers, to the beginnings of 
a small suburban city. The story 
reveals her fierce love of the little 
community that was her home for 32 
years. 


March Butz 


She had just completed an 
autobiography--mostly about the 
seven years in South Dakota--when 
she died. Whether or not her 
children decide to publish it remains 
to be seen. 

“She had a pioneering. and 
adventurous spirit,"’ noted son, 
Cleon Butz of Pasadena, ‘‘Her life 
was ruled by a strong Christian 
commitment and a concern and 
regard for others."’ 

Recently, she was honored by the 
Yorba Linda Chamber of Commerce 
with a special community service 
award for her role as local historian. 

Mrs. Butz was a-member of the 
local Eastern Star, Yorba Linda 
Woman's Club, Chamber of 
Commerce, Yorba Linda United 
Methodist Church (where she 
played the organ), a life member of 
the local PTA and the first honorary 
mayor of Yorba Linda. 

Widowed several years ago, Mrs. 
Butz is survived by het two sons, 
Cleon of Pasadena and William J. of 
Woodland and five granddaughters 
and one grandson. 

Her death marked the first traffic 
fatality in Yorba Linda for 1975, 


Still No Answer On Park F unding

The City Council met in work 
session Monday night at the Yorba 
Linda Library to consider various 
methods of financing the proposed 
Valley View and Palm Avenue park 
sites. 

Under consideration were three 
proposals: formation of a city-wide 
assessment district, issuance of 
general obligation bonds and 
formation on a non-profit corpora- 
tion which could sell bonds and 
purchase park land. 

The City staff. in a report 
presented to the Council March 17, 
recommended that the city not 
pursue the city-wide assessment 


district. City Administrator Art 
Simonian explained that 50,000 to 
100,000 dollars would have to be 
advanced by the city before the 
proposal could be brought before a 
public hearing. If the assessment 
district were not formed, Simonian 
said, those funds would not be 
recoverable. 

A major portion of those funds 
would go to pay for the services of a 
assessment engineer who would 
have to look at each parcel of land 
with in the city and decide how the 
assessment will be spread. 

Attorney Fritz Stradling, of the 
Rutan and Tucker law firm, fielded 
many of the Council's questions 


regarding the proposals. Stradling 
told the Council that assessments 
were usually spread on the basis of 
proximity to the park. 


Councilman Dale Chaput rejected 
that idea, saying that, ‘‘distance 
from the park has no_ bearing 
because these are major park sites."’ 
Instead, Chaput favored uniform 
assessments. Both of the proposed 
parks would contain facilities for use 
by the total community. 

If the city-wide assessment 
district is adopted, it can be stopped 
by majority protest. According to 
Stradling, a majority protest would

Delegation AsksWhetmore 
To Run In 37th District 


Local realtor Larry Swenson led a 
delegation of eight prominent North 
Orange County Republicans who 
called on state Sen. James E. 
Whetmore last week to ask him to 
consider running in the 37th 
Senatorial District next year. 

Currently under fire for question- 
able use of campaign funds, 
Whetmore represents North Orange 
County's 35th district. The new 37th 
District in western Orange County 
was carved out of the 35th when the 
political districts were reorganized 
last ‘year. 

Other Yorba Lindans involved in 
the move to get Whetmore into the 
37th were Bob and Sharon Meador. 
Sharon is presently a vice president 
of the Yorba Linda Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Swenson as spokesman for the 
group said that as a ‘*grass roots 
representative body from the 35th 
District,’" the group felt that 
Whetmore could best serve the 
Republican party by running in the 
new 37th district, ‘‘if re-election 


rather than retirement is your desire 
in 1976." 

Swenson, who is a past president 
of the North Orange County Board of 
Realtors and past president of the 
Yorba Linda Chamber of Commerce, 
said later that he was_ politely 
suggesting that Whetmore consider 
retirement from the post he has held 
for nearly 10 years 

The statement said that if 
Whetmore were to run in the 37th, 
the Republican party's ‘opportunity 
to have three Republican senators in 
Orange County would be vastly 
improved.’" The statement also 
suggested that a party split in the 
35th could be avoided 

Assemblyman John V. Briggs, 
R-69th District has made no bones 
about his plans to run for 
Whetmore's seat next year. 

Whetmore, however, is standing 
by his decision to run in the 3Sth. 
“They came to see me in the interest 
of party unity and I told them that | 
was not seeking John Briggs’ 
Assembly seat and if they were 


interested in unity they ought to talk 
to Briggs,’’ Whetmore said. 

Swenson reported that Whetmore 
told the delegation that he had made 
up his mind to run in the 35th 
District, and it would be Briggs, not 
he, who would be causing a party 
rift 

After Swenson’s ‘‘polite’’ state- 
ment, the group which included 
Mayor Beth Graham of La Habra: 
former Mayor Bob Finnell of 
Placentia, Bob Witham of Brea and 
Mr. and Mrs. Gerald Price of 
Fullerton, became more outspoken. 

“We simply suggested that he 
run elsewhere,’ Finnell said. *‘] 
don't believe he can get the Support 
and | felt obligated to at least tell him 
so." 

Finnell said that in his opinion 
Whetmore **Has never really paid 
any attention to his constituents in 
the past four or five years.’’ “tHe 
promised to support the North 
Orange County Courts and then 
after election he just forgot about 
it,’ Finnell added.

Future of Cit

As the old song says, there may be 
‘“‘a long, long trail a-winding"’ 
somewhere--but not in Yorba Linda. 
Not yet. 

On Jan. 3, 1972, the city council 
directed the planning commission to 
hold a public hearing on a proposed 
Master Plan of Trails that had been 
prepared by the City Horse 
Committee and the Trails Subcom- 
mittee of the Environmental Control 
Committee. Although the plan was 
eventually adopted, three years 
later the most noticeable segment of 
the system yet in existence 
comprises slightly over a half mile of 
striped bicycle lane running east and 
south from the intersection of Yorba 
Linda and Fairmont boulevards. 

But bigger plans are afoot. In 
1974, the Orange County Bikeway 
Funding Program offered to split 
with county cities. the cost of 
developing bicycle trails. The only 
requirement was that the trail for 
which funding was provided be part 
of the county bikeway system. 

As associate city planner, Vincent 
A. Bautista recalled recently that 
Yorba Linda already had within city 
limits part of one of the proposed 
county trails, running along Buena 
Vista from Rose Drive to Lakeview 
Avenue and then south on Lakeview 
to Orangethorpe. There was one 
problem though; such a route would 
serve only a small part of the city's 
population. 

So Yorba Linda had a better idea. 
The city’s master trail plan had 
called for two multiple purpose trails 
(serving, that is, walkers, bicycle

Local Man Gives 


Update On Ethiopia 


Although Orange County is over ten thousand miles from the high 
plateau of Ethiopia there are some similarities I see from my window 
on this sunny Sunday afternoon. There are children on horseback. a 
VW square-back driving by, and a rim of hills and low mountains in the 
background. There are dis-similarities with a radio blaring Amharic 
music, a native worker in our kitchen, and the Strange chatter of an 
Ethiopian soccer match going on on the school field. 

Our arrival here was a complete shock. Of course we were well read 
on the country and had even taken a few language classes. But what we 
first saw startled our minds. The road out to the school was a maze of 
chuck holes, crippled beggars, loaded mules. baying sheep, and 
sagging bridges. The road was lined with some modern buildings 
among a sea of tin roofed and **chicka’’ (dung) walled huts. Sanitation 
facilities ANexisfoutdeors! This was the reality of a-country close to the 


‘bottom of the *“have-nots”" list. 


A part of the cultural shock is getting used to the shopping facilities 
in Addis Ababa. Grocery shopping is almost a full day task. Produce is 
obtained in small shops along any street. It’s piled in bins. 
Everything is purchased by the kilo. Potatoes, tomatoes, beets. 
oranges, squash, and onions are never seen. When you get your 
produce home you must thoroughly wash it and put it in clorox for 
twenty minutes. After cloraxing the produce you rinse it and it's ready 
for use. 

Meat can be purchased in street markets. You have to brush the flies 
away to select the cut you need. Some meat shops cater to the 
European. Most meat is relatively inexpensive. Ground round is about 
75¢ a pound. Sirloins are about $1.00 a pound. Veal is generally cheap. 
Chickens are seldom gutted. 

There are a few *super-markets”’ in town. Here you purchase most 
of your canned and packaged goods. You choose among local, 
American, or European brands. They are double and triple what they 
are stateside. Most canned vegetables are one to two dollars a can A 
large half gallon can of Australian cherries is selling for $9.00. Soaps 
and detergents are expensive. Plastics are astronomical. A small 
garbage bucket cost over $12.00! You can buy bakery products at local 
shops. We have our worker make all our flour goods. 

Since most things take two to three times longer to do than in the 
states we have a full time house worker and a part time girl to do 
washing and ironing in the style of the ‘40's. Help is great but also 
unpredictable. Health habits must be taught. Instructions given in 
making ‘‘American" style food. Frequent absences due to weddings, 
feasts, and funerals. 

Good Shepherd School is both an elementary school and a secondary 
school of over 300 students. There are 35 teachers on the staff. The 
student body is made of over 25 nationalities. About half of the 
students are from the United States with others from England, Greece, 
Sweden, Norway, Germany, Holland, Yemen, Tanzania, Uganda, 
India, and Sierra Beone. The occupations of most of the parents are 
missionary, business, embassy, or United Nations organizations. 

The school is located on a 40 acre compound about five miles outside 
of downtown Addis Ababa. The elementary school (1-6) and library are 
housed in one building with a large, grassy courtyard. The secondary 
school (7-12) is a complex of five buildings including the school offices. 

The school has one of the highest academic ratings of any school 
in East Africa. Along with high educational standards, Good Shepherd 
School holds high its Christian principles. Founded in 1960 by six 
sponsoring missions the school has always held true to its Christian 
testimony. Here the claims of Jesus Christ are clearly presented to 
both mission and non-mission students. At Good Shepherd the future 
leaders of Ethiopia and many other nations are reached with the 
Gospel. This last October we experienced a real religious renewal. 
Many students confessed Jesus Christ, began to grow in Him, and 
reached out to others. 

Although life here in Ethiopia is a radical change from north Orange 
County, it has given us a greater sense of world concern. When you see 


the beggars on the street and the wretchedness of many others, you 
then realize that this compromises a majority of the world’s 
population. It has been a good experience for our family. We have 


spent more time together. We have done more things together. We 
have grown together. 

Ethiopia is now in a period of rapid change. During our short time 
here we have\seen an emperor deposed, a military dictatorship 
installed, land re-form began. nationalization accomplished, 70 
murders committed, and a northern war fought. How long any 
foreigner will be allowed to remain in Ethiopia is a big question. How 
far left the goverbment is going to move is another. We live from one 
day to the next in uncertainty. We also know that God is also in control 
of the situation. His peace will get us through these trving times.

riders, and horseback riders), one in 
the abandoned Southern Pacific 
Railroad right-of-way alongside 
Imperial Highway and one along the 
equally abandoned Anaheim Union 
Water Company canal which 
meandered through the city from 
Rose Drive south of Bastanchury to 
the southeast corner of town and 
then on down to the Santa Ana 
River. 

As it happened, the canal 
right-of-way crossed Lakeview at its 
Imperial overcrossing, only about 
half a mile north of the 
Lakeview-Buena Vista intersection. 
How about adding the portion of the 
canal trail west of Lakeview and a 
segment along Lakeview to join it to 
the Lakeview-Buena Vista trail, the 
city proposed. Fine, said the county. 

But there was still a _ hitch. 
Developing bike trails costs money, 
and the county would cover only half 
the expense. After some thought, 
the city decided to go ahead with 
only the first mile of the trail to be 
called the El Cajon Recreational 
Trail, the stretch from Rose Drive to 
Valley View. 

The section had certain advan- 
tages. As associate planner Bautista 
noted in a report to the planning 
commission last January, the route 
was open and had clear access 
throughout its length; and a number 
of children were already using the 
unimproved canal to get to and from 
Rose Drive Elementary School (over 
260 a day, as found in an actual count 
in March 1974, according to 
Bautista). 

It was estimated the mile would 
cost the city about $13,000--which 
was about all the city council wanted 
to spend anyway. The money was 
budgeted for fiscal 1974-75, to be 
matched by equal county funds. 

Today, Bautista estimates the 
preliminary study (necessary before 
actual construction) is ‘*90 to 95 
percent’’ complete. To keep from 
losing the allotted money, it must be 
finished and accepted before June 
30; Bautista expects it will be. 
Construction will follow this summer 
he projects, with the section 
complete by the start of school in the 
fall. 

When finished, the trail will 
occupy, on the average, a 
right-of-way 60 feet wide. Within 
the right-of-way will be, on the south 
side, a ten-foot-wide bike path 
paved with three inches of asphalt. 
On the north side will be a 
12-foot-wide horse trail on graded, 
sterilized dirt: Between the bike and 
horse paths and on either side of the 
trail will be three-foot-high rail 
fences. Where necessary, still- 
existing sections of the concrete 
canal as well as any pipes or other 
obstructions will be covered with 
earth. 

It was decided to keep the bike 
path on the south side, Bautista 
said, because most heavy residential 
areas lie south of the trail and most 
horse property lies north of it. A 
ten-foot-width was chosen for the 
bike path (over a recommended 
eight-foot minimum) to allow street 
sweepers to clean the surface. 

Yet the total a!lottment of $26,500 


for the first mile of the trail includes 
only a bike route; the county does 
not provide funds to develop horse 
trails. Bautista notes however that 
since the horse trail will need only 
grading and since this grading can 
be done most efficiently at the sam; 
time as the grading for the bike ¢: 


it should entail no significant é mt 
expense to develop the horse trail ak 


the same time. ‘ 

But what of the rest of the E] Cajore 
Trail? Ne 

Dissatisfied with the randomnesg 
and lack or co-ordination of the 
Bikeway Funding Program, the 
county now proposes to adopt a 
Master Plan or Arterial Bikeways.-a 
county-designated system of bike 
trails the development cost of which 
will be paid for totally by the county. 
And the El Cajon route all the way to 
the river is part of the plan. 

Although the plan is still pending, 
Bautista calls its adoption ‘99 
per cent sure.’’ He expects the plan, 
once official, to be implemented 
slowly at first but then more rapidly 
as money becomes available to the 
county. 


*

But for the rest of Yorba Linda's 
Master Plan of Trails, of which 
Bautista estimates less than five 
percent now exists, the future is not 
so bright. Since the county will not 
put up any money for development 
here, two options remain: the city 
can get developers to install those 
sections of the system which lie 
within their developments; or it can 
pay to develop parts of the system 
itself. 


So far, Bautista notes not too 
much development has occurred in 
the areas where system elements 
have been located. Likewise, since 
the system is considered non- 
essential, it lacks spending priori- 
ties. For example, a Class One 
bikeway (involving a path separate 
from the street itself) is projected for 
Yorba Linda Boulevard; but this 
probably won't be installed until a 
landscaped median strip is added, 
which is not due until 1985 or later. 


When finished, the plan as 
originally laid out (certain changes 
were made last December which 
resulted in a slight mileage increase) 
would provide within city limits 
nine-and-a-quarter miles of horse 
trails, 14-and-a-quarter miles ofggake 
trails, two miles of hiking trails "and 
seven miles of multiple purpose 
trails (the El Cajon and railroad- 
right-of-way trails). As amended, 
the plan now calls for some 34 miles 
of trails inside city limits, to connect 
with nearly an equal number 
outside. 


Sooner than that, though, a 
county-financed trail will almost 
certainly cut through Yorba Linda 
southeast to northwest, joining the 
Santa Ana River Trail with, as it 
continues westward, a trail along 
State College Boulevard and finally 
another trail coming up Beach 
Boulevard and. angling to the 
northeast along the county line. 

That may not exactly be a ‘‘long, 
long trail,”’ but it’s long enough for a 
good bike ride. 


Work Session On Park Funding

exist if the owners of 50% of the 
assessed acreage disapprove. 

Chaput reiterated his position by 
saying, ‘the park system is based on 
the need of people, not on the need 
of area.”" 

Saying that the assessment 
district concept did not work well in a 
park situation, Stradling listed the 
general obligation bond as the most 
economical method of financing 
park acquisition. According to 
Stradling, the bonds could either be 
issued against property or in actual 
dollar amounts. 

Mayor Carolyn Ewing proposed 
the creation of a non-profit 
corporation, which could be formed 
without a city-wide election and 
could sell bonds and purchase land. 

Bonds sold by a_ non-profit 
corporation are not considered part 
of a city’s bonded indebtedness and, 
according to Stradling, a non-profit 
corporation would be considered an 
arm of the city by the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Ewing's proposal drew sharp 
criticism from a member of the 
audience who said the mayor had, 
“a frivolous attitude... about 
putting the citizens of the city into 
debt.” 

Ewing and Councilman Hank 
Wedaa countered the charge by 
reminding the audience that the 
Monday evening meeting was a 
work session only. 

Councilman Wedaa called for a 
Straw vote of the four councilmen 
present. 

Councilman Chaput favored the 
creation of the city-wide assessment 
district, because of its *‘‘built-in 
safeguard for the public.’’ Chaput 
did not feel the city would save any 
money by further delay. 


Mayor Ewing favored ‘‘continued 
study’ of the assessment district. 

Councilman Wedaa supported the 
issuance of general obligation 
bonds. He listed his responsibility to 
the people as his reason for not 
supporting the creation of a 
non-profit corporation and said the 
evening's discussion had convinced 
him that a city-wide assessment 
district, ‘‘is absolutely not the way to 
go.” 

Councilman Whit Cromwell did 
not commit himself to any proposal, 
but cautioned the Council not to 
acquire any new parks until it was 
sure the city could afford to maintain 
them. Cromwell did indicate that he 
did not favor assessments. 

Councilman Rudolph Castro was 
not present at Monday's meeting. 

Before adjourning, the council 
directed the city staff to better 
define the costs involved in the 
creation of city-wide assessment 
districts and general obligation bond 
issuance.

The changes are in a 
contract between Pacific 
Lighting Corp., parent 
company of the utility, and 
Pertamina, the government 
owned Indonesian oil and 
gas company. The amended 
contract has been approved 
by the Indonesian govern- 
ment. 

According to Don Shively 
Orange County Division 
manager of the gas 
company, today’s amend- 
ments show a new base of 
$1.25 per million British 
thermal units (Btus) in the 
pricing formula of LNG 
delivered in Indonesia. 


The new base price

Pertamina is currently 
reviewing proposals from 
several firms. 

Deliveries of the LNG will 
take place in North Sumatra 
and are expected to begin in 
late 1979. Transportation 
will be in specially insulated 


ships.
